NEW YORE, Dec. M.—There seems to
be & general movement among the ocol-
legus to tlghten up on the regulations
governing the awarding of athletio In-
signia, snd In particular of the varsity
lotter. To avold a cloge investigation of
the origin of this movement it seems best
Lo say that it was begun st Cornell, when
the athietlo councll voted in favor of
granting the varsity letter to the man-
agors of the various major sports, and It
bas already spread, In & more or lens ad-
vanoed degree, to Willlams, Columbla,
Chicago and Rutgers. For the last few
yoars there has betn a very strict en-
forcement of insignin regulations at Wis-
consin, so that that institution, too, may
be counted In the reaction,

There is & great deml that can be gaid
In fpver both of limiting the number of
those honored with the varslty emblem
und also of allowing a freer use of It. As
an incemtive by which to draw out ean-
didates fur the various varsity teams the
restricted privilegés of the letter can well
be seen, and It was on this score that
the most serlous objections were ralsed
st Cornell, There It was clalmed that 1f
the managers were parmitted to wear the
